One’ by One “his. men 
fell, until he: ‘was left' alone. ” 

Still shooting at every German head 
he could see, he came to a little-clear- 
ing, where he got five Germans cov~ 
ered. . They threw. down ‘their rifles, 
held up their hartds, and yelled “ Kam- 
erad! oe 

The American youth kept his rifle on 
them and.advanced, whgn a sniper. got 
him through-the right’ » He-had 
to drop. his rifle, but drew: his auto- 
matic with his left hand and kept, on 
going. Then the sniper. wounded him 
in the left leg. ‘That did not. halt him. 
He forced the Germans. Ao disarm, 
then.he directed the ito make: an im- 
provised litter for him... 

Pressing his automatic into the. back 
of one of the. Germans, the Sergeant 
ordered them to carry him back to his 
post command.

couragément and guidance. 

-The first is that what we may for 
brevity call the ‘Von Hutier method ot 
attack can only. be carried qut suc- 
cessfully ‘by first-class troops enjoying 
the benefit of real surprisé: or greatly. 
superior numbers. The second lesson is 
that if the nature ef this kind of at- 
tack be clearly understood, and if the 
Allies be well led and enter into the 
combat with resolution and intelligence, 
they can ‘withstand it as well as the 
simpler ‘assaults of the past. 

The elements of this tactic may havé 
been all familiar. The:combination of 
them had the effect of impressive nov- 
elty before St. Quentin on March 21. 
and en the Chemin des Dames on May 
27. There was an almost ‘complete sur- 
prise, and the: defenders were heavily 
outnumbered. 

The bombardment with . explosive 
shells could. have bean horne, but when 
it was over the defenders of the front 
lines. fopnd themselves isolated in 
small. groups by clouds of poison gas 
and artificial amoke,. which concealed 
the assailants till they were on fhe par- 
apets. 

The alarm could hardly be given. 
before the main body of the assault, 
leaving these struggling groups. to be. 
gradually reduced, -had..reached the 
second positions. Then came new forces, 
headlong, to exploit the breach, and 
after them further waves, always hur- 
rying forward to reap the fruits of the 
surprise, speed, and shock before the 
defenders could be rallied or their re- 
serves brought into play. 
This-manceuvre requires: high. train- 
ing, not only of the immediate execu- 
tants, but also of the army services, 
and determination and vigor which .the 
Austrian troops were evidently unable 
to absorb from their German masters; 
and it is Mable to disastrous derange- 
ment if -any unexpected. power of re- 
sistance meets it in the early. stage. 

How Foch Stepped It, 

This is what. happened on the Mont- 
didier-Noyon Une, between the com- 
mencement of the German offensive of 
June 9 and the -successful French 
counterattack upon’ its right flank,

BARUZZI DISAPPEARS 
IN WHIRL OF BATTLE 


Famous Roman Daredevil Lest in 
Piave Fight—The Hero of 
Many Daring Exploits.

MILAN, June 27.—About the same 
time that the champion ItaHan pilot 
Baracca, perished in battle near Mon- 
tello, the famous young Roman dare- 
devil, Baruzzi, leader of the Italian 
bravado bands, disappeared in the whirl 
of battle at Fagare. Strange to say, 
both heroes were born on the same day 
in the same little town of Lugo, and 
both wore rare and much coveted gold 
medals for valor in war. 

Among many astounding feats Baruszi, 
on the eve of the taking of Gorizia, 
captured 800 Austrians single-handed 
under the Isonzo Railway bridge, mak- 
ing them believe they were surrounded, 
and. marching them back prisoners.

He de- 
minded. the conference «that: volunteer 
expeditions. of the best workmen .and 
Peasants had.- successfully put down 
every treacherous movement organized 
by, counter revolutionaries from -within,. 
but they were. without physical - and 
technical strength to struggle with. the 
better organized and equipped troops of 
a foreign. counter: revolution. 

There was a general recognition of 
the need of a strong ar and ofthe 
difficulties in creating it. Ciyn wars 
had added to the already existing aifti- 
culties of transport and. food. 

With regard to conscription Trotsky 
sajd: “‘ Voluntary recruiting is a tem- 
porary compromise forced upon‘us in a 
critical peril of the ‘complete collapse 
of the old army and the increased vio- 
lence of civil war.’

‘IN BIG GUN SHELLS 


Gen. Percin Urges Wider. Use. of 
Small Pieces Because Amer- 
ican Sapply Is: Reduced.

PARIS, June 27.—General Percin, who 

commanded the Lille military district at 
the beginning. of the war and is regard- 
ed.as one of the leading artillery experts 
of France, emphasizes the advisability 
of economizing as much as possible the 
consumption of munitions in view of the 
fact that América is now furnishing 
less and less steel, owing to the neces- 
sity of sending her troops abroad. 

Before ‘the war, he’ ‘points . out, Ger- 
many’ produced four times ‘more steel 
than France,’ but now, since she has 
seized. the. French industrial” plants ‘in 
the north, she is producing fifteen times 
as’ much’ and possesses 450: blast fur- 
naces against thirty in France. 

As a means of economizing steel, he 
urges the greater use of weapons like 
the Argkfér gun instead of. heavy artil- 
lery. Thé Archer. gun,- says General 
Percin, at a range of 600 yards, will-hit 
a target fo-ty times as often as a six- 
inch gun firing at four-mile range. As 
the bomb fired by the Archer gun rep- 
resents only’ half the weight of steel, 
whiie containing about the same quan- 
tity of explosive, it is evident, he says, 
that such ‘guns produce the same de- 
structive efféct “with: one-eightieth of 
the quantity of steel. ; 

On this basis General Percin argues 
that the destruction of. 375 miles of 
trenches by Archer guns would ‘cost 
only £6,000,000, as compared with £480,-

FEARS OF FAMINE 
‘GROW IN FINLAND 


Rations for the Population Now 
Reduced to One-third of 
the Normal.

HELSINGFORS, June 27, (via Co- 
penhagen.)— An official - communica- 
tion “states that the food situation in 
Finland is ‘more threatening than ever, 
though it. was known before’'that con- 
ditions would be serious. A Govern- 
ment’ report’ ‘gives a picture of the 
causes and éxtent of suffering, which 
is worth attention. 

From 1914 to 1917 the average im- 
ports of: Finland were 135,000,000 kilo- 
grams less than in normal years. 
In the Summer’ of 1917, when almost 
nothirig was ‘left, the Senate bought 
60,000,000 ‘kilograms from the United 
States and Canada and contracted for, 
as much ‘from Kerensky's government 


The imports first mentioned depended 
upon England, which hesitated in its 
decision, and the -Russian Government, 
unable to fulfill its promises on account 
of the growing disorganization, deliv- 
ered only 13,000,000 kilograms: Thus 
in 1917 there. were imported 215,600,000 
less than. in 1913;: and 
Finland’s 9wn crop was 40,000,000 kilo- 
grams less: than usual on account 
of a.frost on July 7. All told, it was 
only half the amount of normal years. 

To. prevent famine, the Government 
in the Fall’ of 1917 seized all oats for 
breadmaking. But calculations were 
overthrown by the Bolshevist rebellion. 
When, after three months of fighting, 
the danger to law and order in Finland 
passed, the stock of provisions was des- 
troyed. In the last part of the war, the 
report says, ‘‘ the wild Bolshevist troops 
devastated, robbed, and plundered the 
irreparable grain supplies.’’ 

During the rebellion, rations in North- 
ern Finland and later in the South, 
were put down: to: seventy-five grams 
a day, and for those performing hard 
labor, 125 grams, including all bread, 
flour, and grain. . 

The shortage of provisions has been 
growing steadly during the war, the 
ecattle-have diminished, as the Russian 
Army from the beginning of the war 
took as muqh meat as was used for all 
civilians. . Fresh and salt meat, fish, 
butter ‘and sugar now permissible for 
the use of each person daily amount to 
only-740 calories of food value, or, with 
bread, one-third of the amount needed 
for. a grown person. Of this the al- 
lowance of about 100 grams of. flour 
will disappear if .no help arrives. i

food through the State and are drifting

But, of course, the 
ideal plan from the Russian point of 
view would be an expedition composed 
ot Japanese and Americans troops, with 
some French and British. 

Not more than a hundred thousand 
troops would be needed all told. These 
would. serve as the required nucleus 
about which to organize an effective 
Russian army. Two million Russians 
would volunteer for service in such an 
army to drive out the German invaders. 
The first good effects of such interven- 
tion. would be immediate and in ‘six 
months Russian military effectiveness 
would be fully restored. in ample time 
to aid the Allies on the eastern front 
next Spring, if the war continues that 
long.

TELLS OF SUFFERING 
AS GERMAN PRISONER 


No Medical Attention for the 
Sick and Impossible Food— 
An Ounce of Meat a Week. 


AN ATLANTIC PORT, June 27.— 
Among those who arrived today was 
Charles M. Jackman, who went abroad 
in 1916 on a business trip and was until 
early this year an inmate of a German 
prison camp. Mr. Jackman is a British 
subject, the buyer for a Chicago firm 
and a resident of that city. 

“I was over 45 years of age, and so 
the Germans released me in an ex- 
change for German prisoners,” Mr. 
Jackman said, 

On Nov. 10, 1916, the Dutch ‘steamship 
Koningin Regentes was crossing the 
North Sea-when she was overhauled by 
a German cruiser and escorted into the 
harbor of Bruges. There were three 
other Englishmen on board. Each was 
held in solitary confinement at Bruges 
for sixteen days and then they were 
transferred to Ruheleben, a German 
prison camp near Berlin, 

‘* They treated us like dogs,“ he said. 
*“We were compelled to sleep on the 
bare floor of what had once been a 
stable. We were kept within the barbed 
wire inclosure, and, though the. tem- 
perature was low, we were allowed to 
have fire only one hour a day, Several 
of us were taken sick. but when we 
asked for medical aid the doctors said 
that there was no medicine for us, as 
the only medicine they had was for 

women and children. 

‘Conditions in Germany are bad. 
There ig a shortage of food, ag every 
prisoner can testify. In the camp where 
I was we were fed once a day on veg- 
tables, soup, and bread. Once a week, 
on Sundays, we were allowed an ounce 
of meat. It was cut up in our soup. 
This soup was made of potatoes and 
barley. On certain days they varied 
this by adding turnip in place of the 
barley. This soup was so bad that on 
ond day about three hundred men were 
taken ill from eating it. We could not 
get medical attention, so they had to 
recover as best they could.”

That from and after June 30, 1919, after

WASHINGTON, June 27.—Indications 
tonight pointed to harmony between the 
Republican factions of New York and 
the holding of only one State conven- 
tion, to which the Republican State 
Committee will be asked at its meeting 
on Saturday to send informal delegates 
who will. be entitled to vote by county 
representation. 

This was the announced outcome: of 
a conference held here today by George 
Glynn, Chairman of the Republican 
State Committee, and Lafayette B. 
Secretary of. the committee, 
with Senators Calder and Wadsworth. 

While the final arrangements for the 
convention rest with the State Commit- 
tee, there was every reason to believe 
at the conclusion of the friendly con- 
ference that a State convention, ay 
originally suggested by Senators Calder 
and Wadsworth, will be held at Sara- 
toga on July 18. 


The utmost good-feeling prevailed at | 


the conference and while some of the 
formalities remain to be completed it 
was predicted tonight that there would 
be only one convention at which a 
strong declaration of principles will be 
rrade. 

It was said that all those in the con- 
ference agreed that there should be one 
convention, and‘accordingly Mr, Glynn 
promised to lay the tentative agreement 
before the - State Committee, which 
meets in New York on Saturday. The 
belief exists here that the State Com- 
mittee will place its approval upon the 
informal agreements reached in the con- 
ference; and issue a call for a meeting 
in Saratoga July 18 and 19. 

The plan of the: ‘‘town meeting,” 


originally suggested. by Senators Calder 


and Wadsworth, will be followed to 
some extent, according to those in the 
conference, if the State Committee 
agrees to the plan outlined today.

SIFTS DRAFT OBJECTORS. 


Investigating Board Induces Many 
to Accept Army Service. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 27.—Ré¢ports on 
the progress being made by the board 
composed of Major Richard Stoddard, 


Dean Harlan of the Stone of Columbia 
Law. School in examining- conscientious 
objectora at the various army training 
camps have begun to reach the War 
Department. 

The board has been able in many in- 
stances to clear up misunderstandings 
which caused men to refuse to perform 
military service. A typical case is that 
of Camp’ Gordon, Atlanta, Ga. At this 
camp an unusually large number of men 
are segregated as objectors. Seventy- 
two of the number have been persuaded 
to accept noncombatant service under 
the provisions of the President's execu- 
tive order. Twelve men withdrew their 
objections, or it was found by the board 
that they had misunderstood the ‘orig’ 
inal questions and should not have been 
classed as conscientious objectors. 

Fifty-four men failed to convince the

ATLANTIC GITY, N. J., June 2.— 
Major Gen. William M. Black, Chief of 
Wngineers of the United States Army, 
speaking tonight at the meeting of the 
Ameritan Inatitute of Electrical Engt- 
neers, gave a résumé of the work that 
had been done by the engineers in this 
country and France since the war be- 
gan. The profession, as a-whole, said 
General Black, had responded nobly to 
the war emergency, and there were now 
‘in the army 8,000 engineer officers ané 
200,000 enlisted men. 

“The part which engineers are now 
playing in the war,"’ sald General 
Black,” is a great one. At the out- 
break of the war there weré in the En- 
gineer Corps of the Regular ArMy about 
800 officers and approximately 8,500 en- 
listed men. At the present time there 
are about 8,000 commissioned officers 
and 200,000 enlisted men, made up of 
men formerly engaged in works of ‘an 
engineéring character. It is probable 
that this does not represent much more 
than one-half of the number of the pro- 
fession now serving in the army. 

‘War was declared April 6,.1917. By 
the middle of July nine regiments. of 
railroad engineers had ‘been raised ahd 
organized and two had actually started 
for France. In each regiment were two 
officers of the Corps of Hingineers of the 
regular army—the Colonel arid the regi- 
mental Adjutant. The remaining -offi- 
cers ‘were all from the Engineer Reserve 
Corps, some receiving their corimis- 
sions only when on the point of sailing. 
Of course, few of the officers had had 
any previous military training, and the 
tasks of organization were most diffi- 
cult.

An. International Agreement Must 
Follow the War, Professor 
Latane Declares. - 


Special to The New York. Times. 

ATLANTIC CITY, June 27.—Dr. John 
H. Latane, Professor-of American His- 
tory at Johns Hopkins University, who 
is in attendance at the convention here 
of the Maryland State Bar Association, 
in discussing war problems today, said 
that the war would have been fought 
in vain unless there developed out of 
it. a.combination of the nations to sup- 
press interriational anarchy. 

“When the war began,” Professor 
Latane said, ‘“‘the issues were. not 
clearly defined: No one knew what it 
was all about. Autocratic Russia was 
fighting on the side of republican 
France and democratic England. But 
the Russian revolution cleared the at- 
mosphere, atid gave President. Wilson 
an opportunity to declare it a war of 
democracy against autocracy. 

At the close of the struggle every 
nation must recognize its duty to up- 
hold international law, whether its own 
interests are directly concerned or not.

GREECE AFTER A YEAR. 

The celebration here of the anni- 
versary of Greece’s full entry into 
the war, after the expulsion of Con- 
STANTIND and the ‘reinstallation in 
‘Athens of the constitutional Venizelist 
Government, which had already de- 
clared war on Germany and Bul- 
garia, comes only a few days after 
the official announcement that Greece 
now has 200,000 men on the Balkan 
front. Many of these are veterans, 
and their victory over the Bulgarians 
in a recent local action of consider- 
able magnitude proves that the army 
has recovered very rapidly from the 
demoralizing effects of two years 
under the unchecked rule of the pro- 
German clique of officers who sup- 
ported the King. It seems probable, 
indeed, that by this time the majority 
of the forces on the Saloniki front is 
composed of Greeks and Serbians, 
each with territory to recover from 
the Bulgarian whom they fought 
over much the same ground five 
years ago. The Greeks are likely to 
fight as hard to recover the regions 
which they “once . conquered, and 
which CoNSTANTINE gave back to Bul- 
garia without a fight, as are the 
Serbs to deliver their country, which 
was laid open to Bulgaria attack by 
CONSTANTINE in the Fall of 1915. 

This restoration of the morale of a 
nation which had suffered much at 
the hands of its enemies, fts friends, 
and its ruler is not the least of the 
many accomplishments for which his- 
tory will give credit to ELEUTHERIOS 
VENIZELOS. It suggests what might 
have happened a long time ago if 
allied diplomacy. had not allowed 
dynastic interests to displace the 
most. elementary considerations at 
once of principle and of practical 
profit. All through eastern Europe 
our friends have had a long struggle 
for the opportunity: to prove that they 
are our friends and-our natural allies; 
there were interminable anglings for 
FERDINAND of Bulgaria, CONSTANTINE 


,of Greece, CHARLES of Austria, while 


VENIZELOS and MASARYK sat unre- 
garded outside the door. 

Yet VENIZELOS seems to have been 
able to undo the evil effects not only 
of what CoNSTANTINE did to the 
people but of what the Allies’ neglect

Greece is once more a 
nation, with a competent army ready 
to fight the ‘secular enemy for the 
recovery of the lost provinces; but to 
the friends of liberty and democracy 
her material recovery, gratifying as 
it is, will seem less important than 
the nation’s. new start on the road 
forward and upward where VENI- 
zELds. first set her nine years ago, 
and which she seems able to follow 
steadily under his guidance.

INCOME AND PROFITS TAXES. 

When the war tax was passed, it 
was expected that the income and 
profits taxes would realize $2,700,- 
000,000. Already that ample sum is 
exceeded by $75,000,000, and the re- 
turns are far from :complete. Pay- 
ments will continue to bé made until 
the expiration of ten days from notice 
of demand, and.in ‘cases delayed by. 
appeals. Part payments are being 
made, although the underpayment is 
at the cost of 5 per cent. penalty, and 
1 per cent. a month interest until the 
balance is paid. Many paid only by 
borrowing.- Their cash was in prop- 
erty, and their property is subject to 
many vicissitudes in such times as 
these. Those who wanted a week's 
delay obviously needed their July pay- 
ments to meet their last year’s. ex- 
penses, and were to that extent be- 
hind in the realization of their profits. 
The payment. of $14,800,000 by one 
person was not’ very surprising; as it 


has been expected that his total pay-| 


ment this year would be $38, 400,000, 

corresponding to a calculation of an 
income of $60,000,000, on a fortune 
imputed to him of $1,200,000,000. The 
second on the list. of alleged richest 
men is credited with a fortune of 
$225,000,000, and an income of $11,- 
250,000. These are guesses, and have 
been published, it may be feared, with 
more of license than authority. 

There is a reason, nevertheléss, for 
following such figures as closely as 
may be. They relate to our tax ca- 
pacity, and therefore to our tax legis- 
lation, and to our war power. 
steadily it, is growing, and how little 
it has been checked as yet by the bur- 
dens of taxation, appears from the 
steady growth of our large fortunes. 
In successive years, the number of 
those paying on-incomes over $500,000 
has been 135, 174, 849, 582. In 1916, 
206 paid on incomes ‘of a million and 
over, against 120 in 1915. It is hard to 
say whether these huge incomes are 
more surprising than the fact that the 
“unearned.” incomes are less than 
half the taxable total of 1916. In that 
year our millionaires” increased: by 
7,925, to the total of 22,696. It will 
be interesting to get the 1917 figures 
for comparison both with 1916 and: 
with the British totals. 

Singular as it may seem, there is 
basis for the statement that fortunes 
are better distributed among us than 
in England. Only ten Americans are 
reputed to have’ $125,000,000 or more, 
whereas there are 79 in England, ac- 
cording to The Firiancial Post. Nine 
Americans haye between $100,000,000 
and $125,000,000, aiid England has 68 
in that class. But the scale turns in 
favor of the United States as’ the 
grades fall, so that our 22,696 million- 
aires.outclass England’s 5,154. Not 
too much- importance should be at- 
tached to such.comparisons, since ‘they 
depend upon calculations both érudé 
and differing in their bases of: taxes. 
Whatever errors there may be in the 
calculations of wealth, there can be no 
error in the statement that-American 
wealth is not increasing’ at the ex- 
pense of the poor. In ratio of increase 
the incomes of the poor grow faster 
than those of millionaires. Our rich 
are economizing, and our relatively 
poor are earning and spending more 
than ever before, here as in other 
countries. When the reverse comes, 
the millionaires will lose faster than. 
those who have less to lose, and whose 
fortunes do not depend upon valua- 
tions of plants which shrink amaz- 
ingly with the decrease of business and 
the fall of prices.

“The King and Queen desire; to call 
“at the Eagle Hut, and-‘will be there 
“in a few minutes.”  Unannounced 
they drive up, little GrorGE in his 
snug uniform and carrying his faith- 
ful stick, almost a measure of him- 
self; Mary, a size larger,’ motherly, 
plain, wholesome, unfashionable in 
her dress, simple in her manner; look- 
ing like any other ‘detent English- 
woman who had four well-brought-up. 
boys and a girl a copy~of ‘herself. 

They climb the steps into @ halt 
where the soldiers and sailors, Brit- 
ish, Canadian, American, are playing 
games, writing letters, singing camp 
songs, eating with the sauce of hun- 
ger, feeling at home in a sympathetic 
atmosphere—a free-and-easy place of 
many sounds and laughter, of liberty 
and equality. ° GroRGE and Maky are 
ordinary visitors, come to disturb no 
one, to mingle with all, to be’friendly. 
No distinction for them~ and, above 
all, no ceremony. They want to eat 
an American dish and sit down with 
the boys at one of the big tables 
covered with oilcloth. “ Buckwheat 
cakes is the best thing we have,” says 
the host, a little flustered by the visit. 
And buckwheat cakes it was, with 
New England maple syrup. GEORGE 
‘and Mary clear their plates with 
gusto, vote the unfamiliar griddle 
cakes delicious, and then go the 
rounds of kitchens and dormitories; 
departing like people who had had a 
good time. 

It was the most natural thing for 
GEORGE, every inch a democrat, to do.

invalids for life. It is possible, there- 
fore, that the. appearance of this malady 
may influence the conduct of the war, 
or even play a part in deciding its con- 
clusion. 

If one were allowed to be human rath- 
er than humane, there would be a gen- 
eral yielding throughout the allied world 
to the temptation to’ express the hope 
that the Germans may have the disease 
in a severe form. That would be no 
more than they deserve, indeed, but for 
at least one reason—the reason that 
wishes, in such matters, do not count 
either: way—it is better not to put in 
definite form a desire which, after all, is 
worthier of Germans than of civilized 
people. 

Moreover, if the influenza is raging on 
one side of No Man’s Land, it is sure 
soon. to appear on our side of the lines. 
But that it would be equally disastrous 
when thus transferred by prisoners or 
otherwise is by no means-certain. On 
the contrary, there is ground for hoping 
and even for believing that the soldiers 
of the Allies, not. having been through 4 
long.course of undernourishment, would 
be better able than the Germans to re- 
sist the attack of the bacilli, and that 
their sufferings from such a cause would 
be-comparatively light. ‘ 

The fact ‘that, this influenza is called 
Spanish by no means proves it of that 
origin. Dubious, too, ‘is the recently 
suggested theory that the malady in its 
presént form was started by the condi- 
tions’ produced among men making long 
cruises in submarines.. -Yet that theory 
may be true. Bacilli are as much affect- 
ed by environment as are any other ani- 
mals, and the submarine strain of the 
influenza baci llus might well be measur- 
ably unlike its relatives and more mee 
rome to human hosts.

THE NEXT CONGRESS. 


Republicans Must Base Their Plea 
Upon Superior Ability to Win War. 
By WILLIAM HOWARD TAFT. 
From The Philadelphia Public Ledger, June 37. 
Democratic members of Congress are 
urging. the President to consent that 
they have a recess to go home and 
‘mend tfeir fences.’ Republican mem- 
bers, of course, are not called into the 
conference, but they may well be in- 
terested in the result. If an election 
were held today the Republicans, who 
are so near a majority in the lower 
house, think they would receive an ac- 
cession to their.members and control 
that branch. As to the Senate, they are 

not so sanguine. © 

Democratic candidates for Contras in 
the campaign next Fall will ask for 
election as a vote of confidence in the 
President in the present national crisis. 
They. will argue with great plausibility 
that, as he has to carry on the, war 
through his. Administration, the cottyirr 
shoujld give him a Congress of his ow 
political. complexion to ‘‘ back him up.” 
In . hopelessly Republican districts,: 
where the loyalty of the Repubhcan 
sitting member seeking election is un- 
questioned, the Democratic party: mani- 
agement, following the suggestion of the 
President, will offer no opposing candi- 
date. They will thus stimulate a so- 
called. ‘‘nonpartisan’’ campaign in 
which they will be likely to -lose no 
existing Democratic support.. 

In districts and. States, _ however, 
where by reason of. divisions in the 
Republican Party or for other reasons 
there is some -chance of electing a 
Democrat,. party lines-are to be drawn 
and full. effort made. In Michigaii, 
where ‘ Republicans are divided, the 
President has induced Mr. Ford, for- 
merly a Republican, though of no pro- 
nounced political views or activity ex- 
cept as an extreme ante-bellum pacifist, 
to stand as Democratic candidate for 
Senator. If thus * Mr. Ford 
would be likely as a Senator to caucus 
with the Democrats and to follow the 
President implicitly. In other Repub- 
lican States where two Senators are to 
be elected it has been intimated, with 
how much foundation does not appear, 
that the Republican sitting member ‘is 
to be returned without opposition and a 
Democratic candidate for the vacancy 
is not to, be vigorously opposed. Un- 
less the -Republicans as a party. adopt. 
‘a. policy to defeat this ‘ noripartisan ” 
plan, the net result wiil be an increase 
in the present Democratic majority. in 
each house, 

What is the duty of Republicans in 
-this coming election? The duty should 
not be affeeted by mere considerations 
as to party power and success. The 
people are not concerned with parties 
and will not be influenced by party 
affiliation, except as the control by one 
party or another in their judgment shall 
make for better conduct of the war and 
greater certainty in the policy of fight- 
ing it through until a just peace can be 
dictated to Germany. The issue before 
the people in.the next election will not 
be who ought to succeed;Mr. Wilson as 
President.. Mr. Wilson will be Presi- 
dent for two years after the next Con- 
gress meets, and in that time the crisis 
will impend. ‘Therefore, the burden in 
the next campaign will be on the Re- 
publican Party to show to’ the people 
that they: will more certainly attain a 
decisive victory over the Germans by 
a world plan of war with a Republican 
Congress than with a Democratic Con- 
gress behind the President. It is no 
time to attack the President or the 
Administration for defects in military 
preparation before the war. That water 
has run over the wheel and the people 
may properly regard such ag attack 
as irrelevant in this election. Nor will 
past defects in preparation since the 
war be useful Republican arguments, 
unless accompanied by constructive 

criticism showing that the Republican 
Party. in legislative control, by super- 
vision and investigation, can secure 
avoidance of such defects in the future. 

Loyal Republican candidates may well 
urge their election if they ‘can prove 
from the course of the Administration 
and the action of the two parties in the 
present Congress that a Republican 
Congress ‘will more certainly secure 
consistent adherence to a ‘‘ win-the- 
war” policy and will remove’ any pos- 
sible danger of a change to acquies- 
cence in a less conclusive peace. If 
the course of the Administration in 
the present crisis in respect to Russia 
seems influenced by unwise deference 
to the feelings of pro-German Bolshe- 
viki and is likely to delay our world- 
wide attack upon Germany on every 
front, it would be fair to argue that a 
return of Republican majorities in both 
houses might lead to a useful change 
in this regard. 

The President represents the people, 
and the electorate, will stand by him 
while he is President. They will only, 
elect a Republican Congress whén they 
are made to see that with a Republican 
Congress ‘back of. him he will :more 
certainly perform the people's will to 
adopt and carry to the bitter end at 
any cost a world plan to conquer Ger- 
many.

The first lap—from 
Newfoundland to the Azores—is 1,500 
miles If the machines are capable of 
snaking the trip, and are sufficiently 
efficient % @ndure the transatlantic air 
tattle which’ asch a flight would me#n, 
they ought to make the Continent in 
thirty hours. But‘the point is in any 
case, is it wise, ia it good management 
to risk 80 per cent., which I estimate we 
might lose, of such precious instruments 
in an unnecessary means of. transporta- 
tion?’ Suppose we -built the Handley- 
Page of the. latest type, together with 
the Capronis. These machwmas cost us 
about $50,000 apiece. They 4un’t ‘cost 
that much, but we will pay a good deal 
more than that before we get them. They 
wilt be supplied :with -engines; -not one 
engine, but with several. They ‘must 
carry an enormous load of gas, four pre- 
cious and highly trained men very much 
needed beyond the German lines bomb- 
ing German cities and communications. 
What is to be gained by risking these 
priceless cargoes beating about in the 
elements for some 8,000 miles before 
they are within range of the work for 
which they are created? : 

We may say what we like about Ger- 
many. She has made no mistakes of 
this kind, and that is probably why she 
is where she is after four years of 
bloody fighting. 

If General Brancker’s suggestion will 
have the effect of stimulating produt- 
tion, and then we have courage enough 
to change our minds after we get the in- 
struments, there is some good tn this 
madness, but otherwise I see nothing 
but an idle ‘dream in the’ transatlantic 
flight , * « the war, an unnecessary 
servi risk of the most necessary 
battle ——— today at the front.

DOUBT PRESIDENT’S POWER. 


Service Board Thinks Transit Rates 
Can Only Be Fixed on War Lines. 


A statement said to have been made 
by the War Labor Board in Washing- 
ton that the President had power to fix 
fares- on electric railways interested 
members of the Public Service Commis- 
sion yesterday, who expressed the opin- 
ion that to do this the ‘Federal Gov- 
ernment must first take control of the 
roads.

Government could take over all lines 
operating in cities or. communities 
created by war conditions,” it was said, 
“because such lines would. be merely 
one of the results of the war. In West 
Virginia a city of 25,000 has grown up 
through war activities, and on Staten 
Island the local transit lines are neces- 
*ꝛ8 to carry men working in shipyards 
to and from their work. 

In chis city: the.only lines which 
have a direct influence upon war work 
are several lines in Brook yn running 
to the Bush Terminal, and in the neigh- 
borhood of the navy yard. -Coraplaint 
has been made by Government. offictals 
that some of ‘these lines were not.:en- 
dering adequate service.’’

FOR HARBOR CRAFT |" 


New Treasury Department. Li-| . 
censing Regulations Also Cover 
Coas:wise Vessels, 


Collector of Customs Byron R. New- 
ton announced yesterday that the regu- 
lations of the Treasury Department of 
June 10, 1918,. relative to ficensing har- 
bor and coastwise craft’ would be. put 
into effect at the Port of New York 
today. 2 
+ The regulations provide that all boats 
Propelled by sail or motor power, in 
evhole or in part, and all other craft over 
‘twenty feet {n length operating in the 
harbor of a port of entry or the waters 
adjacent thereto, excepting vessels 
registered in foreign trade, vessels en- 
rolled and licensed under the navigation 
laws to engage in coastwise trade, and 
Government vessels flying a commercial 
pennant, are required to be specially 
licensed by the Captain of the port, act- 
ing.for the Collector of Customs. 

The term ‘‘ Harbor of port of entry or 
waters adjacent thereto” includes any 
navigable stream or body of water open- 
ing into the Atlantic Ocean which em- 
braces or is contiguous to a restricted 
military area or zone, submarine net, 
mine field, or fortification. Application 
to the Deputy Collector of the Marine 
Division at the Custom House must be 
made for the special license by the 
owner or master of the vessels referred 
to and blank forms will be supplied for 
the purpose. 

Any boat required to be licensed found 
operating without having such license on 
board or without complying with all the 
| provisions of the Treasury regulations 
will be presumptively gullty of a viola- 
| tion of the Espionage act and subject to 
the penalties thereof. Licenses and per- 
mits heretofore issued to masters or! 
owners of vessels by the Navy Depart- 
ment will be recognized for a period of 
six months from June 10, 1918, but at-

MANOR HOUSE A HOSPITAL. 


Red Cross Turns. English Estate 
Into Haven for Americans. 


SOUTHAMPTON, England, June 27.— 
Work has begun on the largest Amer- 
ican military hospital in Great Britain. 
It is at Salisbury, six miles from 
!Southampton, and will accommodate 
8,000 wounded. The site of the hospital 
is a magnificent country estate of near- 
ly 200 acres, which the Red Cross has 
| purchased. The old manor house of 
the estate will be the central building 
of the new hospital, and around it the 
Red Cross is building nearly ten acres 
of wards. 

The central corridor of the new hos- 
pital will be 1,000 feet long, opening on 
Lather side into wards, each of which 
will accommodate from sixty tuo one 
{hundred patients. 

The site is one of the most beautiful 
in Southern England. It overlooks 
Southampton Harbor and the Isle cf 
Wight, and has a frontage of half a 
mile on the water, with good fishing 
and boating facilities. From the tower 
of the manor house one has an unob- 
structed view for twenty miles in all 
| directions. The property includes a 
large amount of woodland, where Amer- 
ican lumbermen are already felling trees 
to provide heavy timber for the new 
buildings. 

The contracts provide for opening the 
hospital -ith the first 400 beds in six 
weeks. ‘ihe institutior will have an 
electric plant, water supply, kitchen 
gardens, dairy, chickens, and pigs: The 
construction is going on under the 
supervision of Captain Harper Sibley, 
former President of the Chamber of 
Cemmerce of Rochester, N. Y.

GREAT POWERS TO CONCUR 


New York Financiers Insigt on Co- 
operation of Japanese and In- 
ternational Protection. 


A new proposal that American banks 
unite to supply moriey urgently needed 
by the Chinese Government has beey 
brought forward by the State Depart- 
ment, which has completely reversed the 
policy toward foreign loans adopted by 
W. J. Bryan when he was Secretary of 
State, At the request of the State De- 
partment J. P. Morgan attended a con- 
ference in Washifigton on Wednesday at 
which the necessities of the Republic 
of China were explained. Mr. Morgan 
represented the New York inetitutions 


financing if. the old difficulties that 
blocked previous negotiations can be 
cleared away. 

Under the Taft Administration Secre- 
tary Knox gave the support of the State 
Department. to a plan under which the 
six-power group, composed of the 
United States, Germany, Great Britain, 
France, Russia and Japan, would have 
co-operated in providing $300,000,000 for 
the reorganization of the Chinese Army, 
adoption ef a new currency system, 
eonstruction of canals and other sanita- 
tion work and the opening of railroads, 
Negotiations for this loan had been 
practically completed when Secretary 
Bryan denounced dollar diplomacy ‘and 
eompelled the withdrawal of the Ameri- 
can group, at that time made up of the 
First National Bank, the National City 
Bank, J. P. Morgan & Co., and Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. Subsequent efforts to in- 
terest American bankers in “Chinese 
financing were unavailing until Novem- 
ber, 1916, when the Continental and 
Commepgial Trust and Savings Bank of 
Chicago and Chandler Bros.’ & Co.,, 
Inc., of this city provided $5,000,000 for 
pressing administrative needs, in re- 
turn for an issue of three-year 6 per 
cent. geld notes secured by the tobacco 
and wine tax. These notes will fall due 
next year. They were placed with in- 
vestors on a basis to yield approximate- 
ly 7 per cent. 

The new discussions have so far re- 
sulted only in bringing forward China’s 

wishes, as expressed through her Min- 


parts in Washington, and the State De- 
ar 
iding protection for the lenders. It 
on been suggested that the four New 
York institutions actively concerned in 
the six—power negotiations take the lead 
in organizing a much more comprehen- 
sive American group which would ad- 
vance $50,000, to meet exigencies of 
the present situation. It is proposed 
that Japan, France, and Great Britain 
perce ye in any agreement which ma: 

e reached with the Chinese, but wit 
only Japan and this country supplying 
funds. 

The New York bankers have made it 
plain to Secretary Lansing that they 
will undertake no financing without the 
co-operation of the Jepanase and the 
adoption of an international agreement 
protecting them in the supervision of 
revenues pledged under the loan. There 
remains a substantial surplus in the 
salt * over the liens, and with the 
consent of other nations it is proposed 
to increase customs from the ay age . 
per cent. ad vglorem basis: to 5 
cent., thus providing a material ada 
tien to the Government’s dncome. 

At the moment Russia is considered

RUSSIAN SECURITIES RISE. 


Advance Due to Better News and 
Announcement of Mission. 


In response to the more encouraging 
news in regard to Russia and the an- 
nouncement that Presidént Wilson was 
planning to send a mission to the 
stricken country, there was a marked 
improvement yesterday in the market 
for the bonds of the Imperial Russian 
Government, and also in fhe market 
for Russian paper rubles. The Rus- 
sian external loan bonds were more 
active than for some time and both 
the 5%s and the 6% advanced in price. 
The 5% per cent. bonds, which mature 
on Dec. 1, 1921, opened at 87 and sold 
up to 41, with a final bid and asked 
quotation of 38 and 49. This compares 
with 36% paid for the bonds on Tues- 
day.

Jeane 27.—Demonstrating the territle 
power of a new explosive for the use

The tests were the first made im thia 
country with heavy’ mine charges and 
gave army engineering experts an op- 
portnnity to study the operation and 
effect of this style of warfare. The 
two Charges, comprising the heaviest 
mine. with a total of more than five tons 
of explosives, were fired simultaneously 
at a signal from the -officer in com- 
mand, Captain B. N. Gallagher of the 
general engineering department; There 
Was an upheaval one hundred feet wide 
that" seemed to hang /an instant, then 
suddenly broke like’ a giant bubble 
hurtling its sand surface in a wide are. 

Then came the most spectacular feat- 
ure of the demonstration and that which 
testifies to the deadliness of these 
mines. The gases suddenly released, 
and mingling with the air were ignited 
with almost explosive force to a height 
of two hundred feet. ‘The flames’ set- 
tled about the crater and seared every- 
thing within a hundred feet of the great 
hole.

Collector .Newton Says This i¢ 
World’s Greatest Commerce Centre. 


Byron R. Newton, Collector of the 
Port, speaking. yesterday at the monthly
